The stu- 
ents of the University lead a different life, 
nd a great deal of the romantic charm 
vhich, in America, attaches to the student 
ife of Germany, is dispelled by close obser- 
•ation. The German student has got over 
lis passion' for long hair and suicide i his 
hief delights at present consist of a very 
mall bright colored cap, (denoting his pe- 
:uliar Gkor,) immense boots, worn outside, 
md coming above the knee, a big dog, and 
a riding whip or light cane. This costume 
s supposed to denote a traditional intuition 
if going a shooting, which the student is 
mpposed in like manner to possess ; and 
he notion is further confirmed by the fact 
hat a portion of the city's forest is solemnly 
iet apart for the "Student's Hunt," by stone 
lillars. The practical accomplish^ ent of 
his insatiable passion, is somewhat imped- 
ed by two facts: first, that there is nothing 
vhatever in the woods, to shoot; and second 
that the students are not allowed to have 
fire-arms, of which probably not onc in a 
lundred understand the use.

rings at a quarter to eleven o'clock, where- 
upon they go home, singing and shouting 
through the streets, and loudly asseverating 
that each several member of their particular 
Clior, is a h—1 of a fellow, or what is tanta- 
mount to it in German. 


Beer and pastry, however, constitute the 


extent of their dissipation, except on grand 
occasions, when they concoct a bowl of very 
weak, very sweet, very warm grog, or 
Punsch, (pronounced^pooiicJ,) and consider 
themselves at the acme of dissipation. 


These Cltors correspond in a measure to 


our secret societies. 
They are divided 


chiefly by nationalities, real or traditional j 
the greater part like German nationality in 
general, belonging to the latter class. 


Thus we have Prussians, Swabians, Ale- 


manni, Westphalians, &c. Their badges 
consist of a little cap of the Ghor colors, 
and a broad ribbon worn like a scarf: and 
the only real service they render the world, 
so far as I have been able to discover, is the 
picturesque effect, which parties of them 
lend to the streets, or the gardens of the 
Castle, on a holiday. As for their duelling 
of which so mush has been said, it is the 
most absurd of farces. 
Two Americans 


could not look in each other's faces without 
laughing, accoutred as the duellists are, in 
pads, and breastplates. The only part left 
accessible, is the face; and the only possi- 
ble result of a duel,—a scratch of greater or 
less extent: unless when, by a very rare ac- 
cident, an eye is impe.-illcd. A challenge 
is very rarely given for any real cause: the 
greater part are a mere trial of skill in 
fencing, between the Cliors. The comba- 
tants fight fifteen minutes, or until onc is 
wounded— that is to say, scratched, in which 
case, his adversaries carefully measure the 
length of tliescratcli,and record it in a book, 
to the glorification of the Ghor,—the ag- 
gregate length of all tho scratches inflicted, 
being compared at the end of the term, witli 
that of all the scratches received; and the 
honor of the Ghor, being considered plus or 
minus, accordingly. It is hard to conceive, 
what a matter of immense importance, all 
this contemptible boy's play, is made by 
men, who in point of age, are fully equal to 
our collegians; and in education generally,

mans are decidedly a peaceable people. 
It perfectly astonished me at first, to sec 
a party of men shouting and swearing in 
hot dispute, calling each other, the- most 
opprobrious names, thwacking their beer 
glasses on the table, and keeping up the 
fury, by the hour at a time. A part)' ot 
Americans would have been fighting ia five- 
minutes. 


Without being a fighting man in any 


senso of the word myself, I must say, that 
I have often wished, in seeing one of these- 
disputes, that I could find a trifle of 
American blood in one of them. We had 
a ludicrous instance of this the other cven- 
ng, in the street under our window. 


Three Prussian students came down the 


street, singing " Die Preussen suid da," 
Die Preusscit suid da." (The Prussians 
are there). This is the chorus of a popu- 
lar song, which owes its origin, to the de- 
light of the Prussians, in finding themselves 
urn/where, after they had been, for some 
time after the buttle of Jena, decidedly 
nowhere. Just by our house, they encoun- 
tered some members of another 
GJior, 


against whom, they had some particular 
grudge: and at it they went on both sides, 
hot and heavy. Their voices could be heard 
for blocks, and soon drew up re-inforce- 


snts for both sides: and there, for half 


an hour or more, stood at least twenty full 


:own young men, professional students, 


shouting abuse at each other at the top of 
their voices, without a blow being struck.—

His serene highness, Henry XVth, 
of SeKss-SlippJtausen, who is a student 
here: and I was glad to see, that he got a 
princely share of attention. " Thau starv- 
eling—than prince of nothing, (lion gene- 
ral of six men," and a dozen most decided 
hits of this kind, must have hit his high- 
ness hard.
